Lonpon, March 16.—The Star this 
evening is of the opinion that the 
“Impressive feature of the New 
Orleans affair was the perfect order- 
liness maintained throughout the pro- 
ceedings. Here the champions of 
law and order stand aghast at such 
proceedings. American . democracy 
has sounder notions as to what law 
and order really mean,’’ 

Moreton Frewen, son-in-law of late 
Leonard Jerome, has written a letter 
which is published in the Pall Mali 
Gazette to-day deiending the action 
of the citizens of New Orleans as the 
“‘atraighteniag out of the Italian 
question once for all,’’ and he adds 
‘leaves old women of both sexes to 
moralize over the so-called excesses 
of a blood stained populace, etc.” 
Moreton Frewen also commends the 
action “‘of the men of Louisiana who 
are not spoiled by the spirit of sub- 
mission to the letter of the law which 
has done so much to emasculate the 
human race.’’ 

The Pali Mail Gazette, in reply, 
generally criticizes Moreton Frewen’s 
letter, but bolds the English people 
ought not to hold up their hands in 
righteons horror, adding ‘‘One branch 
of the Anglo-Saxon race does. not 
differ from another in this matter. 


* Citizens of New Orleans, finding that

The St. James Gazetie referring to 
the same subject says the incident 
shows in nature the Americans have 
not lost that quality of stern resolu- 
tion which is sometimes dissolved by 
a life of comfort and luxury in modern 
society. The men who organized this 
defiance of formal justice are not 
ashamed of what they have done. 
They have defeated the society of 
foreign ruffians who were trying to 
‘terrorize the whole city. It is doubt- 
ful if “John Bull’? has enough grit 
left in him to protest in as emphatic 
@ manner as the citizens of New 
Orleans have protested. 


Ieademnity Demanded.

Rome, March 16.—In the Chamber 
of Deputies to-day Marquis Di-Rudini, 
the Italian Premier, replying to the 
question in regard to the New Orleans 
tragedy, said President Harrison had 
recognized the right of Italians in the 
United States to protection by the au- 
thorities, and that he had expressed 
profound regret at the occurrence and 
had charged the Governor of Louisiana. 
to guard Italian residents of New Or- 
leans, and to bring the assassins to 
justice. The Premier added, A. G. 
Porter, the United States Minister 
here, had called upoa him to-day in 
order to convey the President’s regrets 
to the Italian Government. Porter 
said be trusted the explanations 
he had furnished would. draw 
even closer the friendly _ rela- 


tions existing between Italy and 
the United States. Signor Ferrais 
urged indemnities should be de- 
manded for the families of the victime.

New Orveans, (La.), Mareh 16.—In 
Father Manorita’s statement yester- 
day he said he was sure the letter re- 
veived was from the Provenzano fac- 
tion of the Mafia. This statement 
Joseph Provenzano this morning ewm- 
phatically denied. He said his first 
impulse was to have Father Manoritas 
arrested, and he consulted Chief Gas- 
lerin regarding the matter and was ad- 
vised to make a public statement con- 
cerning the matter, as he thought it 
would do more gvod.. Provenzano 
says he has not been connected with 
the Mafia in any manner. On tie 
contrary he has been an object of 
their enmity. ‘‘About five years ago,”’ 
says Proverzano, ‘“‘Mafias sent me 
several letters threatening to kill my- 
self and brothers unless we gave the 
society $1000. We didn’t respond, 
and Jim Caruso shortly afterward 


' came to me and said he belenged to 


the society and that we better pay the 
money. He said I could do so by 


going to Old Lake and bandaging my 
head in a red handkerchief and leav- 
ing -the money on a stump in the 
swamp near by,I then to go about 
my business and they to get the 
money. I then went to some of my 
friends, Jung Davy, Put Meally and 
Ralph Morgan being amongthe num- 
ber, and they said not to pay it, that 
they would go with me in a wagon 
and see who was there to receive it. 
Jim Caruso who was along said this 
would not do, if you go with a crowd 
no one will appear. I then dropped 
the matter and told Caruso to have 
nothing more to do with the society, 
to give up his fruit stand in the French 
market and come on the levee and we 
would make him a free man. -He 
said he would do so, as he was tired 
ofthe Mafia, having recently been 
selected on the committee, to kill 
some one.”’ 


Iodignatien in Italy. 
By Asosciated Press. } 


Boston, March 16.—A London cab!e 
to the Boston Herald, dated to-day, 
says: A dispatch from Rome states 
the news of the massacre of the Ital- 
ian prisoners at New Orleans did. not 
become generally known in that city 
until this morning. It created a pro- 
found sensation and cables have been 
passing ~ between the Cabinet and the 
Italian Minister at Washington. The 
general feeling is one of utmost indig- 
nation and thirst for reprisals in some 
form. An English visitor, mistaken 
for an American, had a narrow escape 
from being mobbed. It is expected 
the subject wi!l be brought up in the 
Chamber of Deputies. In talk on the 
streets and in public places strong 


protests were uttered against any rep- | 


resentation of Italy at the coming 
American exhibition. 

Count Rasponi of the Italian lega- 
tion in Paris expressed himself to-day 
in very strong terms on what he called 
the cruel massacre of his country men. 
He said Italy could not afford to let 
such an outrage on humanity go with- 
out redress, and that it was a stain on 
the American people that could never 
be effaced. He added that in his own 
personal opinion it ended all prospect 
of ltaly taking part in the Chicago ex- 
position. 

Among the Italian residents of Lon- 
don there is much excitament on the 
subject and the killing is fiercely de- 
nounced.

We simply 
intend to make an earnest protest 
against the wholesale butchery of our 
countrymen.

A GOOD BILL. 


The Legislature inviting Rallread 
Competition. 


The following is the fall text of the 
bill introduced by Senator Comins to 
encourage the construction of a rail- 
road in the State of Nevada from 
Pioche to Renu that passed the Sen- 
ate Saturday by a vote of 13 to 6: 


Secrion 1. Whenever, after the 
of this Act, the Utah and 
Noveds Air Line Railway Company, a 
corporation heretofore organized and 
now existing under and. by virtue of 
the laws of the State of Nevada, shall 
have constructed a first-class railroad 
of standard gauge through the coun- 
ties of White Pine, Eureka, Lander, 
Charchill and Washoe, or either of 
them, it shall be entitled to receive 
the bonds of said counties, or either 
of them, at th- time andin the man- 
ner hereinafter provided to the 
amount of three thousand dollars per 
mile for each and every mile of the 
main track of said railroad completed 
in said county; provided, that said 
railroad shall be completed and in full 
operation within five years from the 
date of the approval of this Act, and 
no bond- shall be issued under its pro- 
visions after that time. 

Sec. 2. Immediately upon the re- 
ceipt by the Board of County Com- 
missioners of either of said counties 
ofa sworn certificate of the County 
Surveyor of such county, or of such a 


twenty miles of such railroad as is 
herein mentioned, have been built 
and completed by said company and 
in proper condition to receive the roll- 
ing stock, and that said section of 
twenty miles is a part of a continuous 
line of railway then in course of con- 
struction as hereinbefore specified, it 
shall be the duty of said Board of 
County Commissioners of such county, 
and they are hereby directed imme- 
diately to take such action as may be 
necessary to prepare, to issue and to 
deliver sixty thousand dollars of the 
bonds of said county provided for in 
this Act to said railroad company; 
and thereafter as soon as each succes- 
sive twenty miles of railroad shall 
have been completed and ready to re- 
ceive the rolling stock in such county, 
and the same shall beshown by the 
certificate aforesaid, the said Board 
shall issue and deliver to said railroad 
company the bonds of said county, at 
the rate of sixty thousand dollars in 
bonds for each section of twenty miles 
thus completed in said county, and 
in case the last section necessary to 
com plete the whole length of the road 
in said county shall not amount to 
twenty miles, then for such fractional 
section of twenty miles such bonds 
shall be issued at the rate of three 
thousand dollars per mile ; provided, 
that no bonds shall be issued under 
the provisions of this Act after the 
lapse of five years from the date of its 
approval, and no portion of said rail- 
road not then completed shall receive 
any bonds from said counties, or either 
of them, in aid of its construction. 

Sec. 3. Said bonds shall bear in- 
terest at the rate of five (5) per cent 
per annum, payable semi-annually, 
and they shall be for an amount not 
less than five hundred ($500) dollars 
nor more than one thousand ($1,000) 
dollars, respectively. They shall be 
lithographed or engraved, with the 
necessary interest coupons attached to 
each, shail express upon their face 
that they are payable in gold coin of 
the United States, subject to the pro- 
visions and conditions contained in 
this Act. Both bonds and coupons 
shall be payable to bearer, and the in- 
terest thereon shall be payable semi- 
annually, on each first day of January 
and each first day of July subsequent 
to. the issuance of such bonds, and 
upon the first day of each January and 
July thereafter, until all interest pay- 
able upon the same shall have been 
been extinguished. Both the interest 
and principal of:said bonds shall only 
be paid by the Treasurer of the county 
from which they may have been is- 
sued at the time and in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act. 

Sec. 4. In each of the counties 
from wh.ich bonds may be issued un- 
der and by virtue of this Act, there 
shall be annually applied from the 
revenue of such county to the pay- 
ment of the interest and the principal 
of said bonds which shall have been 
issued from said county, a sum of 
money equal in amount to the sum 
which shall becollected bv said county 
from said Utah and Nevada Air Line 
Railway Company, from the taxes 
levied upon the entire property of 
said company in said county, less the 
amount of taxes which may have been 
levied on and collected therefrom for 
State and school purposes, and the 
amount 80 applicable to the payment 
of the interest and the redemption of 
the principal of said bonds, shall be 
placed in a separate fund to be called 
the ‘“‘Railroad Interest and Sinking 
Fund,’’ which shall be applied: first, 
to the payment of the interest as here- 
in directed, and, second, to the re- 
demption of thé principal of said 
was as provided in this Act, it being 
the true intent and meaning of this 
section of this act that- the interest 
and principal of ali of the bonds is- 
sued under the provisions of this Act 
shall be paid out of the revenue de- 
rived from the respective counties

RAILROAD RUMORS. 


The Propesea New Raiiroad Across 
Nevada. 


A writer in the Salt Lake 7ribune 

says concerning it as follows: Witb 
reference to the reported purchase of 
the twenty-mile narrow-gauge Califor- 
nia & Nevada Railway at San Fran- 
cisco by General Williamson, presi- 
dent of the Atlantic & Pacific, and the 
intimation that it is intended. to ex- 
tend it via Pioche and Grand Junction 
to a connection with the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe, this city hasa 
great interest in such a road, but not 
via Pioche. Ten years ago the cen- 
struction of a railway from the coast 
through California, Nevada and Utab, 
as an outlet for the then unfinished 
Atlantic & Pacific and Texas Pacific, 
was talked of and arfanged for. What 
was called the California Central was 
organized. Mr, Lyman Bridges was 
one of the chief promoters and was 
chief engineer. His road was to have 
one-tourth, the Atlantic & Pacific, 
the Texas Pacific and the Union Pa- 
cific were to each take one-fourth, 
and the thing was rg yy to be set- 
tled.: For a time in 1881 it was be- 
lieved in Utah that this scheme was 
to be carried out. But Gould soldi out 
of the U. P. at about 130, and the 
project died without a struggle. 
No doubt a road will be built through 
on the direct line indicated, sometime, 
swerving northeast to this city, how- 
ever, instead of southward to Iron 
county, as was then proposed. The 
passes in the Sierras are not low up 
toward the Oregon line. They steadily 
become higher in going south, and 
more rocky and. difficult, until well 
southward toward the Mojave, where 
the range breaks up and becomes a 
good deal scattered. In that region 
can be found a low and almost snow- 
less pass. Mono Pass (old Bloody 
Gulch) is described as ‘‘simplv tre- 
mendous,’’ and Sorora Pass, the next 
no, th, as a very high pass. Beckwith 
is a good pass, seventy-five miles 
north of the Central Pacific. Between 
Beckwith and Mojave there is no pass 
that does not involve heavy work and 
deep snow. But it will save a long 
detour. What we want is a road on 
the direct route. But if it should be 
decided (in effect) to be impracticable 
in our day, then a line either via Beck- 
with pass or via Mojave, will answer 
our purpose, if they, or either of them, 
after passing the Sierras, get into the 
heart of Nevada as low as the 40 par- 
aliel. A line via Mojave could be 
kept all the way in the trough of rich 
valleys, with good mines in the paral- 
lel ranges of mountains, and in many 
places small creeks and big ene 
aiong the edges of the valleys. t 
would pass just east of Death valley 
and through Pah Rimp valley, a re- 
gion of mines and rich soil, and hav- 
ing a semi-tropical climate. Artesian 
water may be found at moderate depth 
in that region. It would reach the 
yreat divide that crosses Nevada about 
in the center of the State, and follow 
that to this city, throwing off a con- 
—s link, if desirable, to the Santa 
Fe at Prescott from Crystal Springs or 
Silver Peak.

stance known as ‘guanin.’

the crystals are So numerous that a me- 
tallic pigment is derived from them, 
known in the arts as ‘argentine,’ which 
is used to impart luster to the glass 
globules sold underthe name of ‘Roman 
pearls.’ When the silver coating is ab- 
sent the scales of a fish are lusterless 
and -transparent, as in the case of the 
smelt, the abdominal cavity of which, 


however, has a brilliant, silvery lining
